England’s Best of the Year: 
The Phalaris Line Dominates 


The official ranking of the best 2- and 
3-vear-olds in England in 1949 was given 
recently in the form of the usual Free 
Handicaps. for 2-year-olds at seven fur- 
longs. for 3-year-olds at a mile and a 
half. The leaders on each list are given 
herewith, along with identifying data on 
their breeding. 

Masked Light. the only horse to beat 
Palestine (in the Middle Park Stakes) 
during the season, stands at the top of the 
2-vear-old list with a weight of 133 
pounds. Palestine is in second place. two 
Master Gunner, which 
seems likely to run on well at the longer

Brown 
Rover is by Fighting Fox. and has *Sir 
Gallahad 3rd close up on both sides of 
his pedigree. 

The male line of Phaleris dominates the 
two Free Handicaps. Of the 41 horses on 
both lists. nine are male-line descendants 
of Pharos (Phalaris—Seapa Flew) and 
nine others come from Fairway. brother 
to Phares. The strongest concentration is 
under the Italian-bred son Nearco, which, 
alone with his sons Nasrullah and Dante. 
accounts for eight of the nine which trace 
to Pharos. Nimbus is included among 


Neareo’s own progeny. and Musidera and 
Master Gunner among Nasrullah’s. 
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Nasrullah and Bois Roussel (Vatout— 
Plucky Liege) have the largest individual 
representation, with four each among the 
leaders. Nasrullah (which will come to 
America to stand at Claiborne Stud in 
time for the 1951 season is sire of the

You'd think the Aga Khan had had 
enough publicity lately, but I suppose 
he wanted to make some of his own. 

Criticism of the finish camera began 
with the camera itself, but it has pretty 
well subsided in this country except for 
people who insist they can see better 
than a camera, and these can be disre- 
garded. The idea, unless I am unusually 
mistaken, is to see which horse gets there 
first, and this the camera now shows to the 
limit of perfection. 


In America, at least, placing judges set 
themselves on the wire and waited for a 
nose to hit it, leng before there was a 
camera. If, in England or France, any 
races have been won by a brisket, this 
does not appear in any of the racing 
calendars [ have seen. The contention that 
the camera might show the nose of one 
horse in front, and yet the body of an- 
other, thus seems irrelevant. and the dis- 
paragement of the camera on this account 
can be explained only on the supposition 
that the Aga Khan had mistakenly drunk 
several shillings worth of his own bath 
water. 

The contention that a single inch should 
not make the difference between a winner 
and a loser seems curious to me. but it 
should be pointed out that the camera 
doesn’t put the numbers up on the board. 
It just shows what happened at the finish. 
If the English Jockey Club wants to rule 
that finishes in which winner and runner- 
up are separated by no more than an inch 
or two shall be called dead heats. the 
camera certainly won't object. and further- 
more it will tell the judges which finishes 
are that close. 

This department has never been any 
great friend of the camera. on the basis 
that three honest placing judges can do 
the job. and if they blow one now and 
then, it’s as likely to go for you as against 
you. But this is not a very valid contention 
any more, if it ever was. Maybe they were 
all sportsmen in the old days. but your 
modern horseplayer is going to yell that 
he was robbed if he possibly can. It is 
therefore imperative. to keep peace in the 
betting shed, that he be shown visual 
evidence that the placings are correctly 
posted. This the camera does, and since 
its development there are no more argu- 
ments such as whether Zev actually did 


beat In Memoriam, or whether Omaha 
really should have been called over 
Quashed in the Ascot Gold Cup. 

As long as racing patrons will assume 
the complete integrity of the officials, and 
will accept such a mischance, say, as a 
horse left at the post as merely a break 
of the game, it is very well to keep away 
from mechanization. In America neither 
of these conditions is in working order, 
except at one or two sporting tracks, so 
it just can’t be played that way. If in 
England the tracks can get along without

A New Angle on Urine Tests; 
No Buyer yet for Tropical 


MIAMI 
“Might just as well hang a crepe on the 
spit-box.” observed one prominent official 
after the Florida State Racing Commission 
had cleared trainer Albert (Spec) Dunne 
of charges of having stimulated Bobanet 
Stable’s Opal Blossom. winner of the fifth 
race at Tropical Park on December 2. 
What this person evidently implied was 
that the decision which exonerated Dunne 
in the stimulation case made a mockery 
of the commission’s rules. which hold a 
trainer fully responsible for the presence 
of any drug. stimulant. or medication 
which will affect a horse’s racing condi- 
tion. 


Dunne was reinstated by the commission 
after Dan Chappell. who served as Dunne’s 
attorney at the recent hearing, brought out 
the fact that Opal Blossom had been given 
a wash and rub with a body bracer of 
undetermined content about 20 or 25 
minutes before the positive urine speci- 
men was obtained after his race. 


What does this imply? Well, it seems. 
according to the testimony. this bracer 
could have penetrated the system of the 
horse sufficiently to cast a reasonable 
doubt on the validity of the report sub- 
mitted hy the beauteous Dr. Elsie S. Bel- 
lows. State chemist. Dr. Bellows. at the 
hearing. stated that five different tests 
made by her were positive to amphetomine. 
commercially known as dexodrine. 

Whether the outcome of the Dunne case 
now removes responsibility from the 
trainer for the condition of his horses is 
not for us to say. But the folks here are 
wondering out loud about it. 

No sooner had Dunne been reinstated 
than Leo Edwards, chairman of the com- 
announced that henceforth no 
form of medication or drug of any nature. 
whether internally or externally. shall be 
administered or applied to any horse that 
is to be sampled after a race until the 
saliva and urine specimen has been col- 
lected. This includes body bracers. lina- 
ments. compresses. packs or anything other 
than clean tap water. 

What happens in New York. if such 
arule is adopted there? You see. there is 
a shortage of water in the Big Town. 

In the meantime, the commission has 
been busy with other items. One concerns 
the scratch rule at Hialeah Park. A com- 
promise has been reached, Edwards said.

Course of Strongyle Infection 
At a Kentucky Breeding Farm 


By Dr. A. C. Todd 


DR. A. C. TODD, of the Department of Ani- 
mal Pathology, University of Kentucky Experi- 
ment Station, has attracted wide notice with his 
work on parasites in One of his 
interesting studies, to horsemen, concerns the ad- 
ministration of a low-level phenothiazine treatment 
as a means of ridding mares and foals of strongyles 
(bloodworms).

The following is an abstract from a talk made 
by Dr. Todd to the Thoroughbred Club of Amer- 
ica on December 17, at Lexington. To illustrate 


his point, he cited the results obtained at a 
single Central Kentucky farm which has tried 
various means of coping with strongyles. The 


accompanying charts were used to illustrate his 


talk. 


The talk was announced as a discussion 
of more recent work with parasites and 
parasitic infections of horses. That was a 
working title only. The talk actually was 
about one particular farm and traced the 
development of its method of preventing

We found that the source of strongyle 
infection for foals was the concurrent in- 


fections in mares which served to con- 


taminate pastures with infective stages. 


THESE CHARTS show the bloodworm 
population at a selected Central Ken- > 
tucky breeding farm studied by Dr. | 
Todd. The horizontal scale shows the 
months of the year, the vertical scale 
shows the number otf bloodworm eggs 
per gram of manure. Several methods ) 
of coping with bloodworms have been 


used at this farm. Where the egg 
count is highest, nothing much _ was 


done to control bloodworms except to 
use cattle as ‘“‘vacuum sweepers’”’ to try 
to clean up the pastures. Other peri- 
odic high and low peaks show the re- 
sults of heavy doses of phenothiazine 
used at intervals of several months. 
Short periods of low egg count follow. 
Where the peaks are steadily low, the 
low-level phenothiazine treatment was 
used. The comparatively high spots 
which jut up during the course of the 
low-level treatment occurred when the 
farm manager was absent and the men 
failed to give phenothiazine regularly. 
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We found that a foal’s first exposure 


-to strongyle infection came at birth, and 


from that moment the amount of infection 
available for a given foal steadily in- 
creased because of the development of 
massive infections in mares as the weather 
grew warmer. 

We found that a direct attack on worms 
themselves was necessary in order to pre- 
vent foals from becoming infected. 

We knew. of course, that periodic 
therapeutic treatment of individual horses 
was not a method of controlling infections 
at a given farm because therapeutic treat- 
ment helped only one horse, and did noth- 
ing to attack the entire mass of infection 
at a given farm. 

We found a preventive method of worm 
control at one farm. This farm was feed- 
ing two-gram amounts of phenothiazine to 
its foaling mares daily. for the first 21 
days of each month. It immediately be- 
came evident that such a constant and 
direct attack on the source of infection 
(adult strongyles in the digestive tract 
of the mares) was resulting in the far 
fewer worm eggs being produced to con- 
taminate pastures. and therefore fewer 
infective larvae were available to infect 
the foals and cause worm injury and 
aneurysms. 

This method was the most efficient en- 
countered at any of the farms in the 1948 
survey. It was received by horsemen with 
great interest, and with great reservation.

because the method was based on feeding 
phenothiazine, a drug which had a pe- 
culiar position in Central Kentucky. 

While it has been the drug of choice for 
therapeutic treatment of strongylosis in 
Kentucky since the early 1940’s, horse- 
men were aware that its early use (in 
indiscriminate dosages. which they did not 
know) had resulted in occasional serious 
reactions and even mortalities. 

The farm in question had a manager 
who was thoroughly acquainted with the 
above history of phenothiazine. He was 
also informed about a system of raising 
horses in England. where animal rotation 
is used to help control worm infection. 

In late October. 1947, the nine mares 
in the 1948 survey at this farm. had re- 
ceived one ounce of phenothiazine in a 
drench (therapeutic treatment). After this 
time they received no further treatment 
with phenothiazine in 1947. These nine 
mares foaled between March 16 and May 
17. 1948. In this time-interval the manager 
used a group of approximately 30 beef 
cattle as “vacuum cleaners” for his pas- 
tures. By placing the cattle on paddocks 
and pastures for a week before and a 
week after horses used the same paddocks 
and pastures, the manager hoped the cat- 
tle would eat all the infective larvae. leav- 
ing none for the mares and their foals. 

The first figure on the chart of mares 
shows that animal rotation was not a suc- 
cessful parasite control measure. The av- 


681 
erage strongyle egg count increased tre- 
mendously. By June, 1948, the manager 
decided to reduce the infections in the 
mares; their high strongyle counts were 
reflected by high strongyle counts in the 
foals. 

On June 16, 1948. each mare received 
therapeutic treatment with one ounce of 
phenothiazine in a drench. The chart 
shows a very striking reduction in the 
average egg count of the mares. Later, in 
July. the mare counts again showed a 
tendency to increase. In mid-August, 1948, 
the manager adopted a system of feeding 
12.5 grams of phenothiazine as a powder 
on the grain ration, to each mare at three- 
week intervals. This method held the mare 
counts to less than 100. on average, 
through to weaning. when the mares were 
turned out. On August 4, the 1948 foals 
were also started on this system and it was 
continued with them as weanlings and 
yearlings until March 25, 1949, when they 
went on the 2-gram’ system. 

Tn 1949, ten mares and their foals were 
in the survey at the same farm. In early 
January. 1949, the mares had been placed 
on the 12.5 gram—three-week system. By 
March the average strongyle counts in 
these mares began to resemble those of the 
vear previous. In late March (25th) the 
mares were placed on the 2-gram (low- 
level) system. The picture of the strongyle 
infections in the mares in 1949 from foal- 
ing until weaning shows clearly the great 
superiority of the low-level system and 
strikingly illustrates that strongyle con- 
trol can be accomplished.

Being at least every bit as lazy as the 
next man. I at first pretended to be too 
busy to read the reprint of the American 
Journal of Psychology’s article on horse 
plavers and the odds board. 

Later on. as the thing kept staring me 
in the face every time I riffled through the 
tray where I had buried it. I had to ad- 
mit that it was cowardice and not laziness. 
I was afraid to read it because of a few 
phrases like “indifference point” and 
“arithmetic mean of the geometric mean,” 
and a long and complex formula involving 
progressions. 

That formula looked too much like cal- 
culus to me, and since T had been badly 
beaten by analytical geometry and_ cal- 
culus in college. I was not eager for a 
return match. It reminded me of the time I 
was having a lot of trouble with descrip- 
tive another of the accursed 
Newtonian breed. which some fellows can 
handle like tearing up tickets. 

“Mr. said the instructor, stab- 
hing me with a cold look, “a lot of people 
think that engineering ability and_ pro- 
ficiency in descriptive geometry go hand 
in hand.” His implication was plain, but 
since at the time I had cast myself in the 
role of civil engineer. I declined to go 
along with him. Later events proved that 
he had the right dope. but I am still on 
the mailing list of the Purdue Alumni 
Association and they seem willing to take 
whatever I can spare from my earnings 
in the unscientific horse business. 

When I finally admitted to myself that 
I was afraid of the darned paper. that put 
it on a different basis. and I was scourged 
by my conscience to tackle it. It turned out 
to be very scientific, as IT had feared, but 
not to the point that I was completely 
befuddled. 

The author is R. M. Griffith. who at 
the time he got interested in the study was 
working on an advanced degree at the 
University of Kentucky. He was kind 
enough to credit Joe Estes for help and 
suggestions received at THE BLoop-Horse. 
and for that further reason I thought we 
ought to make some mention of it. 

Stripped of its scientific accessories. Mr. 
Griffith’s paper deals with his search for a 
relationship between how a_horseplayer 
thinks a race will turn out. 
actually does turn out. 

It might seem that the way to find this 
out is to talk to some horseplayers. But 
this would introduce more of the 
element than Mr. 
put up with.

liars and will tell enormous stories about 
the winners that got away. or the ones they 
say they played. 

The method used was to study the chart 
books for 519 races at the 1947 spring 
meetings at Hialeah Park, Churchill 


Downs. and Belmont Park, plus other 
races during the first eight days of 
August. 1947, for a total of 867 races. 


Boiled down, the idea was to find out how 
many short-priced won, which 
would be a way of measuring the skill with 
which the average bettor picked his horses. 

Mr. Griffith put it this way: “If the 
psychological odds equaled the a posteriori 
given by the reciprocal of the percentage 
winners, the product of the number of win- 
ners and their odds would equal the 
number of entries at each odds-group after 
correction of the odds had been made for 
loss due to breakage and take .... ” 
You can see why I was scared. 

But it turned out all right. Mr. Griffith 
determined, after weighing all the factors 
and allowing for the various instabilities 
of the harried bettor, that on the average

correctly reflects the 
chances of winning. Where the 
player sometimes errs, Mr. Griffith says, 
is in tending to under-rate the chances 
of the low-priced horses and to over-rate 


the chances of the longshots. The out. 
siders. it seems, burn up more money

After having come to this conclusion, 
the researcher checked his figures by 
sampling all the races of August. 1934, 


Money was tighter in 7°34, he observes, 
than in °47. and maybe the players were 


more cautious with their taws. But no, 
the dope came out about the same in 
both years. 

Odds of about 5 to 1 seem to be the 
critical point, if that will help anyone. 
That is, the bettors tend to under-play 
horses at a shorter price. and to over- 
play those at longer odds. But. as Mr. 
Griffith points out, with perhaps a note 
of scientific admiration, they hit the jack- 
pot with a consistency he “Dsy- 
chologically . .

Nirgal Coming 
To the U.S. 


Purchase of a half-interest in the young 
French stallion Nirgal was announced this 
week by E. E. Dale Shaffer. owner of 
Coldstream Stud. at Lexington. The son 
of *Goya 2nd—Castillane, by Cameronian, 
is expected to arrive in the United States 
early in 1950. He will have between 20 
and 25 mares in his first season at stud. 

Mr. Shaffer owns the horse in partner- 
ship with Marcel Boussac. who bred and 
raced Nirgal. It is likely that the 6-year- 
old stallion will be syndicated. but one 
of the terms of the transaction is that 
Mr. Shaffer and Mr. Boussac are to re- 
tain equal shares, in any case. Nirgal’s 
price was not disclosed, although it re- 
portedly ran into six figures. 

Mr. Shaffer and Charles Kenney. Cold- 
stream manager. recently returned from 
France and England. At the Newmarket 
December Sales they bought the mare 
Fair-Maid, in foal to Arbar. She was from 
the Boussac consignment. In the past it 
has been reported at various times that 
Mr. Boussac intended to extend his breed- 
ing and racing interests to the U.S. Wheth- 
er his retention of a share in Nirgal is an 
indication of this is not known to Mr. 
Shaffer. he said.

At two. Nirgal made a brilliant sweep 
of his races. being unbeaten in his five 
starts. His wins included the Prix Robert 
Papin, at 515 furlongs: the Prix Morny. 
at 6 furlongs: and the Grand Criterium. 
at about 8 furlongs. These are the prin- 
cipal France. 
and victory in the series by a single horse 
is an unusual accomplishment. In_ the 
Grand Criterium he carried 123 pounds 
and beat Prince Chevalier. Yerres. Fast 
Soap, and Tourmente, described in’ con- 
temporary writings as the “cream of the 


stakes for 2-vear-olds in 


youngsters.” He was. of course. rated at 
top of the French Free Handicap for 2- 
year-olds. 

At three he was less fortunate. In his 
first start he beaten by Prince 
Chevalier. which subsequently developed 
into the best 3-year-old in France. Next 
day it was discovered that Nirgal had a 


was 


high fever, as did others in the Boussac 
stable. and he finished the season with 
only one victory from five starts, though 
at times he ran very well. 


At four and five he was a top handicap 
performer. shuttling between France and 
England to win the Winston Churchill 
Stakes (twice). the Hardwicke Stakes. 
the Prix des Sablons. Prix Boiard, Grand 
Prix d’Ostende (in Belgium). and _ the 
Prince of Wales’s Stakes. In last year’s 
Prix de V’Are de Triomphe. the best 
race in France, he lost narrowly and 
forced Migoli, the winner, to a new rec- 
ord for the event. He was placed in train- 
ing again in 1949, but received an in- 
jury in the Queen Elizabeth Stakes and 
did not regain his top form. 


All told. he started 28 times in_ five 
seasons. won 14 races. was seven times 


second. and once third. 


“Count de Brignac [in charge of the 
Boussac racing and breeding interests] 
told us.” Mr. Shaffer said this week, “that 
in the opinion of Mr. Boussac and him- 
self. Nirgal is probably as ideally suited 
to. the scene as any 
horse bred by Boussac. Always eager to 
give his best from the start of each race, 
little dificult to rate as a 
youngster.

Cumberland Park Is Enlivened 
By Winter Training Activities 


NASHVILLE 

Not since April, 1906, has a Thorough- 
bred galloped at a real race meeting in 
Nashville, but there’s been hardly a year 
since then when at least a few runners 
have not winter trained on the mile oval 
of 1891 vintage. 

Old Cumberland Park. long since the 
Tennessee State Fair Grounds, possesses 
a rare inducement to winter training in 
the shape of a three-eighths mile covered 
track known as the “bull ring.” as it is 
the cattle barn during fair week in Sep- 


tember. About a year ago its surface was 
softened with sand and it is available 


when the big track is frozen or sloppy. 
However, the ground in Middle Tennessee 
is seldom frozen, and the mild, dry win- 
ter up to now, combined with a new sur- 
face laid upon the old mile, has made 
the bull ring not yet necessary. 

The fair management has catered to 
the running horse folks mildly. with the 
result that more Thoroughbreds than have 
been at Nashville in many years. about 
50, are now at the track, and more will 
come in January. 

George Williams, foreman of the J. H. 
Brink Lookout Stud Stable from near 
Covington, Ky., rode races at old Cum- 


berland Park in April, 1905, and found 


the plant almost as familiar as when he 
last saw it 44 years ago. A_ livestock 
pavilion has been added south of the 
track, and a swimming pool has been built 
in the infield, but the red stables and 
the turretted grandstand and club house 
look just the same. 

But the old-timers see the ghosts of 
Nancy Hanks. Direct. Hal Pointer, Robert 
J., and other top trotters and pacers. for 
the course was built for the “greatest trot- 
ting meeting in the South” and the runners 
that succeeded the harness racers after 
1893 were never the first-rank society that 
the Standardbreds had been.

some star Thoroughbreds have 
or trained at Cumberland Park. 
of which the best known in the last two 
decades is probably Head Play. Owned 
by Mrs. William Crump, of Nashville, he 
went up to Louisville just in time for 
the Kentucky Derby of 1933 and was 
sold for $30.000 just a few hours before 
the race to Mrs. Silas B. Mason.

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Horses Placed in Stakes Races: 
Their Proportion and Significance 


by Ralph L. Christensen 


In order to achieve success in breeding 
and the improvement in stamina and speed 
of our horses, it is necessary to evaluate 
the class of a stakes winner. A_ stakes- 
yearling buyer is faced with the tremen- 
dous gamble of picking out those which 
will do well. 
the class of 


It is easy enough to gauge 

a stakes winner. A_ stakes. 
winning horse has a fair chance of ending 
up in somebody’s stallion barn, and the 
stakes-winning mares are almost  invari- 
ably -retired to the stud. 

There are, however, many horses that 
place in stakes races without ever winning 
an added-money event. and this study has 
been made to try to see what the term 
“placed in stakes” means when it is seen 
in the various sales catalogs or in the 
contemplation of additions to a stud farm. 

When a horse is said to have placed in 
stakes it means that he has finished either 
second or third in one of the many fea- 
tures around the continent. For clarity 
it would be wiser if those that have done 
no better than run third in stakes were 
designated separately instead of being 
included in the term, but [ll have to bow 
to common usage. 

In order to place in stakes a horse must 
first be nominated for it. and then later 
run for it. To be nominated for a stakes 
indicates that the owner or trainer has 
sufficient respect for the racing ability of 
the horse to think or hope that it might 
have a chance in the race. To actually 
start in the race shows that the horse’s 
sponsor is even more sanguine as to his 
racer’s potential. To place or show in 
the race tells the world that a horse has 
come close to spearing that prize, that 
brass ring, that glory. a stakes race. 

There is a vast margin between a small 
stakes winner and one with top class, 
and there is likewise a difference in the 
class shown by horses placed in stakes. 
One which has merely placed in stakes 
may be superior to many stakes winners. 
There is no sharp dividing line between 
them in class. This is sometimes because 
a lightly weighted horse may steal a race 
from one more heavily burdened. The 
latter individual may never win a stakes 
race even though his actual performance 
has been better than that of some which 
have done so. Since the great majority 
of our stakes races are handicaps de- 
signed to give all the entries an equal 
chance, the lightweights win their share. 

The class of stakes races themselves 
varies from one track to another and be- 
tween stakes run at the same course. A 


minor stakes winner in some outlying dis- 
trict is almost sure to be inferior to one 
which finishes two-three in one of the 


big races on the major tracks. Usually. 
though. a horse that finishes in the money 
in one of these big races will sooner or 
later win a stakes. 

If it appears true that a horse which 
places in a big stakes race is generally 
better than a minor stakes winner, then 
it follows that he or she will be better 
also than the horses placed in these small- 
er stakes. Again, some horses place sev- 
eral times in stakes. while the majority 
do so but once during their racing careers. 
Therefore there is a range in class among 
the group of horses placed in stakes. Te 
determine the place of an individual along 
this range. his record must be examined 
with care. 

As an example let us take Old Ken- 
tuck, which ran second in the Arlington 
Classic and the American Derby as a 3- 
year-old and in the next two years got 
part of the money in three other events. 
Off this record you would have to rate 
him quite high, and probably a lot of 
stakes winners finished behind him during 
his racing years. 

How do horses placed in stakes compare 
in numbers with stakes winners? To find 
the answer the annual Stakes Winners 
supplements for the last few years were 
consulted. It was possible to make a 
thorough check of the crop foaled in 1941 
because. com the 1944 issue on, the foal- 
ing year of all placed horses has been 
given in the supplements along with their 
immediate pedigrees. Since the foals of 
1941 raced only in 2-year-old stakes races 
in 1943 they could be segregated by con- 
sulting the juvenile features for that year. 
The racing careers of this crop are not 
completed. and this vear Sir Sprite. a foal 
of that vear. won his first stakes race. 
but there will only be two or three more 
examples of new horses winning or placing 
in stakes. judging by previous studies of 
stakes winners. 

In a previous article with a broader 
statistical background T showed that less 
than half of the stakes winners win more 
than one stakes race, and only 26 per cent 
win more than two. This group (winners 
of onlv one or two stakes) constitutes 87 
per cent of the 161 horses foaled in 1941 
which have placed in stakes. Sixty-four 
per cent. or 103 horses. placed but once. 
and 37 more. or 23 per cent. placed 
twice. Of the others. 11 placed three 


times. 4 four times. 3 five times, 2 six 
times, and one horse, Sigma Kappa, placed 
seven times. 


Of these 16] horses. 90 ran second 
and 71 ran third in stakes. The grea; 


majority of those that only showed finishe; 
in the money but once in a stakes race. 
and make up a group of 58 horses. 
Twelve others ran third in both their ap- 
pearances in stakes records and only one. 
Miss Woeful. collected third money three 
times without placing second. A 
horse which is good enough to be close 
more than stakes is usually 
good enough to finish second in one of 
his outings. and this becomes a fact for 
a horse running well in several stakes, 


also 


once in a 


Horses placing in stakes seem to ha 
the opportunity to do so only in one sea. 
Whether it is a question of dis. 
couragement on the part of the owner, or 
a decline in performance. or both, is hard 
to tell. At all events. only three of these 
horses placed in three different 
and 28 more in two seasons. The great 
majority, totaling 130. placed in only one 
campaign. For comparative purposes one 
must remember that 72 per cent of all 
stakes winners win stakes in only one 
season. 


The foals of 1941 furnished 165 stakes 
winners up to 1949 and this is almost the 
same in number as the 161 that have 
placed. From this fact it can be said 
that stakes-class horses constitute, roughly, 
about twice the number of stakes winners, 
or (for the 1941 crop) about 7 per cent 
of all foals. This may be a little low, 
because if you average the stakes class 
horses from several crops of foals it might 
show more horses placed in stakes than 
there are stakes winners.

Now that we have examined the figures 
of horses placed in stakes it is fairly ob- 
vious that the members of this group are 
quite high up in the scale of class. They 
fringe into the upper 3.5 per cent that 


constitutes the stakes winners. and all are | 


safely in the upper 10 per cent of the 
foals of their year. As such they would 
appear to be good bets for use in the stud, 
at least as far as the mares are con 
cerned. They rank just below stakes- 
winning mares in racing ability, and 
stakes-winning mares, as a group, consist: 
ently produce several times more stakes 
winners than their small numbers would 
warrant. 

Many of the horses placed in stakes are 
siblings or half-siblings of stakes winners. 
since performance above average on the 
track usually shows close-up stakes pro- 
duction in the first one, two. or three fe- 
male generations. Some of the horses 
placed in stakes would make good stallions 
and are given a trial when their pedigrees 
are considered fashionable. Usually they

tracks. such as Agrarian and Ramillies. 
Stakes-producing mares are often di- 
vided into groups according to their own 
racing class. but as a rule the mares which 
have placed in stakes are lumped _ into 
classes such as winners. non-winners and 
so forth. If studied by themselves as a 
group. [ have no doubt that it would be 
shown that they have done a good job in 
sending stakes-class horses to the tracks. 
A yearling out of a mare placed in 
stakes is a better bet than one from a 
mare that has shown less class. It has 
been asserted that 75 per cent of the 
success or failure of a stud farm can be 
traced to its stallions and this may be true 
(I don’t know). but the class of its brood- 
mares as shown in their racing records 
undeniably will make the difference be- 
tween mere success and real glory in the 
homestretch.

BEST HORSES 
THE BEST HORSES OF 1947, by Phil Bull, 
B. Se.. Portway Press, Luddenden, Halifax, York- 
shire, England.

Probably the most thorough, and cer- 
tainly the thoroughly articulate. 
student of racing merit the Turf has ever 
seen is Phil Bull. a little Englishman with 
fiery red whiskers. a sharp eye and ear. 

His 
annual “Best Horses” series. while it is 
designed primarily as a handbook for 
English bettors. has a universal interest 
for breeders because it covers. more com- 
pletely than any book in any other country.

It is hoped that this lapse will not be 
permanent. for Phil Bull is one of the 
most informative and entertaining writers 
ever to address himself to the Thorough. 
bred horse. 

Mr. Bull reports that he keeps “one 
eye on the clock” in appraising horses, 
Actually, he probably does more figuring 
on the basis of what the “clock” shows 
than anyone since the late Dr. H. H, 
Laughlin, excepting possibly a few Amer- 
ican workers charged with making ratings 
on a vastly greater number of horses and 
races. His “racefigures.” he explains, 
“are expressed in the decimal notation 
in seconds (per five furlongs) faster or 
slower than a certain standard. the stand- 
ard being the average merit of winning 
performances at Newmarket.” — This is, 
of course, a rather high standard, and 
his tables of statistical distribution 
show that only about 1614 per cent of 
the races run in England are up to that 
mark. The average for 3-year-olds, and 
also for older horses, is about .7 of a 
second slow, and for 2-year-olds .9 of a 
second slow. The author is careful to

point out that a slow race does not neces- 
sarily mean that a horse is a poor per- 
former, but that a fast race stamps him 
definitely as a good one. 

These are probably very valuable figures 
(and observations) for the use of the 
geneticist and the breeder. They are 
vaguely comparable to the ratings given 
for American horses in Turf and Sport 
Digest and more exhaustively in Sports- 
caster’s Monthly Ratings. The American 
figures are given in pounds, Mr. Bull’s 
in plus or minus seconds. But the race- 
figures can be expressed in pounds if 
preferred, the writer says, “.04 of a second 
(one twenty-fifth) being equivalent to one 
pound. Thus a racefigure of 1.24 fast 
may be read as 31 lbs. fast (i. e., 124 
divided by 4). The performance is 31 
pounds better than the average of win- 
ning performances at Newmarket.”

1947. This makes those of us who had 
been claiming he was better than Man 
© War look pretty silly. 


TRAGEDY. The worst instance of tim- 
ing this season was the New York water 
shortage. Nobody got excited about it 
until about December 1. By that time it 
was too late for the local opponents of 
the man-eating shark to point out that 
while children were fainting in the streets 
because of thirst, 1.400 horses at Belmont 
were stuffing themselves full of water, 
and the tracks were using one sprinkler- 
load after another to keep the dust down. 
It was one of the few local ills for which 
racing has not had to bear some part of 
the blame. Maybe even yet it will be 
discovered that Belmont’s new wading pool 
and fountain were responsible. 


BALANCE. Reports from Tanforan in- 
dicate that horsemen, having forced the 
track to maintain a $2.000 minimum purse. 
are now unhappy because in nearly all 
cases they have a $2.000 maximum. This 
typist is too far away from Tanforan to 
be aware of all the merits of the case, but 
the general outlines seem fairly clear. The 
Tanforan management convinced the Cali- 


fornia Horse Racing Board that, in view 
of expected business. the total purse dis- 
tribution must be cut. and that to provide 
a fair apportionment of purses, accord- 
ing to the class of horses. the minimum 
should be set at $1,700. The horsemen and 
the jockeys. who in my opinion had no 
business in the argument. fought this 
by what amounted to a threatened strike. 
Tanforan’s expected remained 
the same, so the total purse distribution 
necessarily remained the same. Well. you 
can’t put it on at the bottom without taking 
it off at the top. 

It has been pointed out here before 
that there among the horsemen 
themselves. an inner fight. of the cheaper 


business 


exists. 


stables against the better ones. Give more 
money to cheap horses, and you give less 
to stakes horses. People with cheap horses 
and no stakes horses are naturally in favor 
of this.

oughbred Breeders’ Association held at 
London on December 6, the principal 
address was made by the Earl of Rose- 
hery. president.

At the last annual meeting I said that 
I saw signs that our home-bred stock is 
becoming better able to hold its own 
with all comers in the future. Well, this 
year we have had in our country the 
outstanding horse in Europe, because 1 
think no one will query that title being 
viven to Alycidon, bred by the late Lord 
Derby and raced by his successor, and 
we all earnestly hope that he will prove 
as good a sire as he was a race horse. 
Moreover, all five classic races have been 
won by our horses, and they were all of 
them sold by public auction by Messrs. 
Tattersall as yearlings. This is natural- 
ly a source of considerable satisfaction 
to public breeders. who have done very 
well. 

As regards the sales of yearlings in 
1949, these figures may be of interest: 
There were 841 yearlings sold this year 
at the second July. Doncaster, and first 
October Sales, for £1,013.170, averaging 
£1,204 per yearling—which figure on 
the face of it is satisfactory. But I must 
point out that as against this figure the 
expenses have gone up enormously. The 
cost of wages, fodder, ete. is far higher 
then it used to be. in addition to which 
taxation takes a very large share of what 
profits there may be. The result is that 
I notice an increasing number of people 
have been moving their studs to Eire, 
where the taxation is far lower. 

Of the 841 yearlings that I have men- 
tioned. roughly 37 percent have come 
from Eire. and the amount they fetched 
is approximately the same percentage of 
the capital figure. These yearlings bring 
in no revenue to the state, except inso- 
far as Messrs. Tattersall themselves are 
taxed on their sales percentage. The 
Government of Eire does all in its power 
to help the Thoroughbred industry, and 
also horse racing, which is a concomi- 
tant part of that industry. 

In this country. on the other hand, 
studs are now under Schedule D, and as 
regards racing the taxation is no less 
than 48 percent of gross profits. We 
hear a great deal these days of the en- 
tertainment tax on cinemas. which = sup- 
ply the indoor recreation of this country, 
but I should like to put it on record 
that racing. which has been the outdoor 
recreation of multitudes in this country 
from time immemorial, is harder hit 
than the film industry. Therefore if one 
needs a reduction in taxation, the other 
needs it to an even greater degree. 

This autumn there was run in France 
a race worth £25,000. Those of our rac- 
ing commentators who speak with a 


Parisian accent have stated emphatically 
that this is the knell of racing in this 
country unless we can do something of 
the same sort—which is obviously im- 
possible. 

Let us look the facts fairly and impar-

tially in the face. What really occurred 
was this: the French Government ran a 
State lottery, and to advertise this lottery 
they organized this race and gave the 
stake for it. There was no question of 
the race being for the benefit of racing: 
it was to get more money for the French 
Government. 


Now it is quite obvious that in this 
country this will not be done. So far as 
I know the Government does not and 
will not contemplate running a lottery of 
any kind. and therefore it will not  pro- 
duce £25,000 for any race. For my own 
part I do not believe that one race of this 
magnitude does any good towards im- 
proving the breed of horses. Three races 
of £8,000 would be of far greater bene- 
fit, because, of course, one horse can win 
a race by a fluke, and may prove noth- 
ing. It is a series of well-endowed races 
that helps. In France they have this one 
mammoth race, and two or three others 
with rich prizes: but on the whole their 
stakes are far lower than ours. 


Why do you think that those 
owners send over their race 
such quantities to run in our races? It 
is for no philanthropic reason. It is en- 
tirely because the value of our races on 
the average is far better than the average 
of races that they have in that country. 
and that is what you want for the bene- 
fit of breeding.

While we are on the subject of racing 
I would like to say how we appreciate 
the fact that Clerks of Courses are giving 
us more long-distance races: but breed- 
ers realise, although perhaps the public 
does not, that the mere fact of having 
longer-distance races does not make 
horses stay better. and that it will take 
some years before we get a larger num- 
ber of long-distance horses bred in this 
country. TI, as you know, have always 
been of the opinion that a horse with 
speed that stays a mile-and-a-half is the 
thing to go for, and I trust that breeders 
in this country while searching for ad- 
ditional stamina in their animals will 
never lose sight of the fact that speed 
must be the first and most important ele- 
ment in the make of the Thoroughbred. 


$100,000 DERBY 


The Kentucky Derby will carry $100.- 
000 in added money for the 1950 renewal. 
The announcement was made by Churchill 
Downs directors on December 8. Subject 
to approval by the Kentucky State Rac- 
ing Commission, the race will be run on 
May 6, first Saturday in the month.
